Balloon Fails 
in Heights 
Expected

BASE, N.M. (AP) - Space fron- 
tiers were pushed back today by 
a pair of pioneers in a Stargazer 
balloon. 


The 200-foot diameter 
plastic 


balloon was to land at sunrise 
between Las Cruses and Doming 
about 50 miles west of its launch- 
ing .site here. 


Air Force 
officials 
calculated 


the projected landing site from 
the balloon's position near mid- 
night. 


The balloon and its 4,800-pound 


gondola never reached its expect- 
ed altitude of 87,000 feet. At 3 
p.m. Thursday it reached its max- 
imum—81,500 feet.

Air Force Capt. Joe W. Kittin- 


ger Jr.: 34, the pilot, reported the 
lower altitude apparently wasn't 
hampering experiments with the 
l2Vi-inch telescope mounted atop 
the gondola.
